Many Towns Are Threatened with S2OWing and blowing in the vicinity of 


Inundation—A Number of Cases 
of Death by Drowning Are 
Reported. 


Cincinnati, March 7. — Fifty-three 
feet and nine inches is the ten o’clock 
stage of the Ohio river at this point 
‘Monday night. This is beyond all ex- 
pectations warranted by information 
at hand Sunday night. The rainfall 
in the limited section of the Ohio wa- 
tershed south and east of the Ohio 
river was much greater than anyone 
expected. This rate of rise at this 
point is about three inches per hour, 
This rate unexpectedly has been main- 
tained for more than 24 hours. 

Damage by flood in the cities on the 
Ohio so far reported are slight. At 
Huntington, W. Va., where the stage is 
521%, feet, two barges of. coal were sunk 
in the Guyan and thousands of logs 
were washed away. Most of the logs 
have been recovered before reaching 
Portsmouth. At Portsmouth cellars 
and factories are flooded on Front 
street, while on Mill, East Front and 
Jackson streets many people have 
been driven from their dwellings. Very 
little interference with business has 
been experienced. The stage in the 
lower Ohio is such that no more coal 
will get. away from the fleets in har- 
bor at Louisville down the river until 
the flood recedes. At Cincinnati the 
business men in the lowlands are re- 
moving their goods from cellars. No 
dwellings have been disturbed except 
two tenement quarters, one known as 
Rat Row and the other as Sausage 
Row, situated at opposite extremities 
of the steamboat landing. Should the 
river reach 59 or 60 feet some business 
houses near the river will have to re- 
move their goods to the second story. 
No railroads at that stage will be pre- 
vented from running regular trains. 


The lowlands and a part of Gallipo- | 


lis, O., are flooded. Many families have 
been obliged to move out. The Ohio 
river overflowed its banks at Point 
Pleasant and nearly all of the business 
portion of the city isflooded. Schools 
are closed and all business suspended. 
Middleport and Racine are both get- 
ting a muddy bath. River men say the 
Ohio is higher now than it has been 
since the memorable flood of ’84. 
Several Drowned. 

Louisville, Ky., March 7. — The 
swollen streams in Kentucky are caus- 
ing great damage, especially to farm- 
ers, and it is feared the worst is yet to 
come, as the streams are still rising. 
The Kentucky river is rising rapidly 
aod much of the bottom lands are al- 
ready inundated. All the tributary 
streams are badly swollen and a rec- 
ord breaker is feared. Besides the 
damage to property several casualties 
have resulted already. J. W. Gordon 
was drowned near Frankfort. while 
trying to ford Stoney creek. William 
Abshire, near Richmond, Jacob Ewing 
at Ewing station and Neal Carter near 
Mount Sterling lost their lives in a like 
manner. At Catlettsburg the govern- 
ment gauge is 5414 feet and the river 
rising slowly. Merchants and residents 
on Front and Center streets on Cat- 
lett’s creek are moving to higher 
grounds. The water is now 18 inches 
above the danger line. Much damage 
is reported up the Big Sandy river, 
At Louisa the river is 54 feet and still 
rising. It is the highest water since 
1862. 

| Danger Past. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., March 7.—At mid- 
night the record at Davis Island dam 
was 19.4 and falling. All danger of 
flood, in this vicinity has passed. The 
only fatality reported as attributable 
to the high water is the drowning of 
Joseph Moore, a roller in Lockhart’s 
mill. While viewing the flood from a 
raft he fell in and was quickly carried 
away by the swift current.

Pneumonia Carries Away the Daugh 
ter of Rudyard Kipling. 


THE AUTHOR'S CONDITION IMPROVED. 


The News ef the Loss of His Little 
Girl Has Not Yet Been Broken to 
Him—Mrs., Kipling Makes 
a Sad Request. 


New York, March 7.—Josephine Kip- 
ling, the six-year-old daughter of Rud- 
yard Kipling, and the oldest of his 
three children, died shortly after six 
o’clock Monday morning from pneu- 
monia. The child’s death took place 
at the home of Miss Julie DeForest in 
this city. Miss DeForest is a friend of 
the Kiplings, and Josephine had been 
taken to her home so that she could be 
nursed apart from her father. ‘The 
girl became ill the day after Mr. Kip- 
ling took to his bed. 

In all probability the body of little 
Josephine will be taken to the Kipling 
home in Vermont for burial, but no 
definite arrangements have yet been 
made. It was decided not to inform 
the author of his child’s death for sev- 
eral days. It is said at the hotel that 
Mrs. Kipling has not been allowed in 


her husband’s room for nearly a week, 


notwithstanding the general under- 
standing that she had been at his bed- 
side daily. 

Mr. Doubleday at 7:30 o’clock Mon- 
day night said: “Mr. Kipling has had 
a splendid—that is, a comfortable— 
day. Heis beginning gradually to take 
nourishment of a more substantial 
kind. Of course, he has the appear- 
ance of a man who has been at the 
point of death and his mind works 
very slowly. He has not been told of 
Josephine’s, death. 
Elsie has been somewhat better, and 
I think shé is well on the road to re- 
covery.” 
his hand, he said: “After talking the 
matter over with me, Mrs, Kipling de- 
cided to make this request to the news- 
papers: 

The Mother’s Sorrowful Request. 

“It is Mrs. Kipling’s wish that all mat- 
ters connected with the funeral of her 
daughter Josephine may be entirely pri- 
vate. She appreciates the fact that infor- 
mation «oncerning Mr. Kipling is of public 
interest, but this sorrow is her own, and 
she feels sure that newspaper reporters and 


editors will not’ wish to intrude upon her 
privacy.’ ” 


Mr. Doubleday went on to say that 
this meant that Mrs. Kipling did not 
wish even the time or place of her 
daughter’s funeral to be made public. 
Mr. Doubleday said there were a num- 
ber of reasons that induced her to 
make that decision, and one of them 
was that for Mr. Kipling’s sake the 
death and funeral of Josephine must 
be passed as quickly and quietly as 
possible,

expected. This rate of rise at this 
point is about three inches per hour. 
This rate unexpectedly has been main- 
tained for more than 24 hours. 
Damage by flood in the cities on the 
Ohio so far reported are slight. At 
Huntington, W. Va., where the stage is 
521, feet, two barges of.coal were sunk 
in the Guyan and thousands of logs 
were washed away. Most of the logs 
have been recovered before reaching 
Portsmouth. At Portsmouth cellars 
and factories are flooded on Front 
street, while on Mill, East Front and 
Jackson streets many people have 
been driven from their dwellings. Very 
little interference with business has 
been experienced. The stage in the 
lower Ohio is such that no more coal 
will get. away from the fleets in har- 
bor at Louisville down the river until 
the flood recedes. At Cincinnati the 
business men in the lowlands are re- 
moving their goods from cellars. No 
dwellings have been disturbed except 
two tenement quarters, one known as 
Rat Row and the other as Sausage 
Row, situated at opposite extremities 
of the steamboat landing. Should the 
river reach 59 or 60 feet some business 
houses near the river will have to re- 
move their goods to the seeond story. 
No railroads at that stage will be pre- 
vented from running regular trains. 
The lowlands and a part of Gallipo- 
lis, O., are flooded. Many families have 
been obliged to move out. The Ohio 
river overflowed its banks at Point 
Pleasant and nearly all of the business 
portion of the city is flooded. Schools 
are closed and all business suspended. 
Middleport and Racine are both get- 
ting a muddy bath. River men say the 
Ohio is higher now than it has been 
since the memorable flood of ’84. 
Several Drowned. 
Louisville, Ky., March 7. — The 
swollen streams in Kentucky are caus- 
ing great damage, especially to farm- 
ers, and it is feared the worst is yet to 
come, as the streams are still rising. 
The Kentucky river is rising rapidly 
$ inuch of the bottom lands are al- 
ready inundated. 
streams are badly swollen and a rec- 
ord breaker is feared. Besides the 
damage to property several casualties 
have resulted already. J. W. Gordon 
was drowned near Frankfort. while 
trying to ford Stoney creek.

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Nothing ‘connecied with the closing 
hours of congress gave pleasure to a 
greater number of persons than: the 
confirmation of the new naval promo- 
tions sent to the senate on the last day 
of the session, which made Schley a 
rear admiral, two numbers ahead of 
Sampson, instead of two numbers be- 
hind him, as the first promotion sent in 
which the senate hung up, would have 
made him. Public opinion sometimes 
gets on the wrong side, but in this case 
it was right from the first, and it is re- 
sponsible for the action of the senate, 
which brought before the public facts 
that compelled the administration to re- 
verse the action of the little clique of 
the navy department, which had in- 
veigled the secretary of the navy into 
making recommendations not justified 
by the records. ‘‘All’s well that ends 
well,” but this case might not have end- 
ed well ifi public opinion had not raised 
a fog. Everybody also rajoiced when 
Dewey was made a full admiral, but it 
should have been done the first hour of 
the session of congress instead of in one 
of the last. s 


When the record is carefully gone 
over, it will be seen that the Fifty-fifth 
congress, now gone to join the great 
army of has-beens, did much more that 
was worthy of commendation than was 
open to censure. Its total appropria- 
tions—more than a billion and a haif of 
dollars—was at first glance startling, 
but war is expensive, and river and 
harbor and public building appropria- 
tions are popular, in the neighborhoods 
where the money is spent, as well as in 
neighborhoods which hope to secure 
similar ones hereafter. Congréss, with 
almost its last breath, made a play that 
is little short of childish. It is contain- 
ed in the naval bill, which provides for 
the building of battleships and at the 
same time makes it impossible to build 
them, by providing that no more than 
$300 a ton shall be paid for armor, and 
that no contract for the ships shall be 
made until contracts for the armor have 
been made. When the bill went from 
the senate to conference, it authorized 
the construction of a government arnor 
plant—a ‘bluff at the armor makers—if 
the armor could not be bought at the 
price named, but that clause was struck 
out in conference, leaving the whole 
thing an absurdity.

Upholds the Verdict in the Circuit 


Court in the Case of Webb 
vs. Feathers. 


Arthur Brown and M. J. Lehman won 
their case of Charles M. Webb vs. the 
Estate of Caroline Feathers (Lodi) in 
the supreme court.

Is the Assault Case Against 
George Lewis. 


At the Time of Going to Press the 
Prosecution Was Piling Up Such 
Evidence That a Correction is Cer- 
tain. . 


Geoge Lewis, the very muchly alleged 
assaulter, was brought up in the cir- 
cuit court today ready for trial. The 
court room was crowded with spectators 
as it had been given out that a contest 
was to be made. 

‘Well,’ said His Honor, ‘‘what is 
going to be done with this case, Mr. Gib- 
son?” . 

Mr. Gibson—‘‘The defendant is charg- 
ed with an assault with intent to rape. 
He has admitted an assault with intent 
to rob and is willing to plead guilty to 
that charge. It is not my purpose to 
put the county to any expense and be- 
sides I understand that it is the prac- 
tice to inflict a greater punishment 
where a verdict of guilty is reached than 
where the defendant pleads guilty in 
the first place.. We are ready to plead 
to the charge “assault with intent to 

Pros. Atty. Kirk—‘‘We are ready to 
go to trial as the charge stands now. 
In a case like this I think that the 
defendant ought to be given the full 
extent of the law and the charge as- 
sault with intent to rob’’ would permit 
a sentence of five more years than the 


crime he is charged with, so that I do| 


not know as it makes any difference.” 

The Court—Gentlemen, I do not think 
that you ought to discuss that matter 
now.’”’

The roll call of the jury was then 
made and it was found that only 22 
were present and the court ordered an 
adjournment ’till 2 o’clock. 

This afternoon the case was taken up 
and about three-quarters of an hour 
was occupied in getting a jury. 

Mrs. Mason was on the stand, and it 
was clearly shown by her testimony 
that it was the intention of the man 
who assaulted her to commit the crime 
of rape. Her testimony was much 
stronger than has been printed. 

“The prosecution’ was piling up any 
amount of testimony in the case, while 
the defense seemed in pain to try and 
make any kind of a showing that Lewis 
was not guilty as charged.

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GOLONIAL POLICY 
Advocaied by Dean Hutchins Before 
the Unity Club Last Night. 

Dean H. B. Hutchins last night ad- 
dressed the Unity Club on the subject, 
“A New Era in American Statesman- 
ship.” ‘He stated that though the 
United States has solved the problem of 
government at home and abroad, our 
work of‘ advance was still going on. 
The American victories have brought 
in a new era of statesmanship which 
will strengthen and better us and not 
debase us. The administration is strict- 
ly within the bounds of constitutionality 
and up to this time has displayed a 
wise and statesmanlike course. The 
United States possesses sovereignty and 
incident to it the right to take, hold and 
rule territory at will. The powers of 
congress must be found in the constitu- 
tion, but that instrument must be flex- 
ible in interpretation to meet changing 

conditions. 7 

We have the right to acquire terri- 
tory. We have been doing so since the 
nation began. Congress has the abso- 
lute right to make. war and treaties, and 
the necessarily consequent right of se- 
curing: territory by conquest or treaty. 
Territory can be added without restric- 
tion as to its use. Conigress has full 
power to govern and control acquired 
territory, and until congress acts the 
president, as civil and military repre- 
sentative of the nation, has that right. 

The important question is not the 
source of this power but the manner of 
its exercise. The constitution does not 
cover the territories but only the states. 
The territories are subject to the abso- 
lute control of congress. 
tion was ordained by the people of the 
13 colonies for the 13 United States and 
such others as should subsequently be- 
come parties to the compact. But this 
compact does not extend to those who 


-are not included in the union of states. 


But the United States as a sovereign 
may possess and control territory not 
subject to the constitution. 

The constitution was not declared as 
an everlasting stumbling block to the 
nation, nor as a restriction to growth 
and progress. We have had placed on 
us problems we could not escape if we 
would. These colonies are the fruits 
of conquest. But we have no reason to 
be alarmed at the cry that the nation is 
rushing’ to imperialism. 

To sell our. possessions would be mer- 
cenary, undignified and ,unstatesman- 
like. ‘To give them back to Spain would 
‘be committing them again to barbarism. 
What has come to us has come as a 
trust for humanity, and we should be 
brave, and noble, and honest enough 
to take the trust and bear it. There is 
but one thing to do and that is to keep 
them -and control them. We should 


stop debating whether we will or will 
not take them, for we have them.

City Faihers Transact the Bi-Weekly 
Budget, 

The only absentee from the alderman- 
ic assemblage last evening was Ald. 
Moore. 

The uppermost document on the even- 
ing’s spindle was a communicatien from 
Louis Foerster and Jacob L. Foerster 
asking the council to. award them damb 
ages for harm resulting to their proper- 
ty from the work of city employees. 
They claim that the street adjoining 
their property—Clark st.—has been so 
dug up by the city as to make it impas- 
sable as well as impossible to drive over 
it in order to reach their property; also, 
that the street has been dug out so near 
the property that the line fence has fail- 
en down; also, that a portion of their 
land has been dug up by the cily and 
carted away. On motion the matter was 
referred to the committee on streets 
and walks, to report at the next meet- 
ing. 

A. petition signed by 19 property own- 
ers was presented, praying the council 
to order the D., Y. & A. A. to construct 
the street railway on River st., from 
Congress st. to the Michigan Central 
depot, as per their agreement when the 
franchise was granted. 

Said Ald. Worden in regard to the 


matter: “We ought to ask the advice of 


the city attorney.” 

City Attorney: “I think that the best 
way would be to send a commiitee to 
| confer with the officials of the road.” 

Ald. Van Fossen: “If I remember 
rightly the D., Y. & A. A. has already 
been ordered by the council to build 
that road. I would like to ask the city 
clerk if that is not the case.” 

The clerk answered that to the best 
of his knowledge there had been such 
an order issued by the council, but as 
he did not have the records at hand he 
would not make a positive asser*ion.”’

City Fathers Transact the Bi-Weekly 
Budget, 

The only absentee from the alderman- 
ic assemblage last evening was Ald. 
Moore. 

The uppermost document on the even- 
ine’s spindle was a communication from 
Louis Foerster and Jacob L. Foerster 
asking the council to.award them dam- 
ages for harm resulting to their proper- 
ty from the work of city employees. 
They claim that the street adjoining 
their property—Clark st.—has been so 
dug up by the city as to make it impas- 
saible as well as impossible to drive over 
it in order to reach their property; also, 
that the street has been dug out so near 
the property that the line fence has fall- 
en down; also, that a portion of their 
land has been dug up by the city and 
carted away. On motion the matter was 
referred to the committee onm streets 
and walks, to report at the next meet- 
ing. 

A. petition signed by 19 property own- 
ers was presented, praying the council 
to order the D., Y. & A. A. to construct 
the street railway on River st., from 
Congress st. to the Michigan Central 
depot, as per their agreement when the 
franchise was granted. 

Said Ald. Worden in regard to the 
matter: “We ought to ask the advice of 
the city attorney.’’ 

City Attorney: “I think that the best 
way would be to send a committee to 
confer with the officials of the road.” 

Ald. Van Fossen: “If I remember 
rightly the D., Y. & A. A. has already 
been ordered by the council to build 
that road. I would like to ask the city 
clerk if that is not the case.” 

The clerk answered that to the best 
of his knowledge there had been such 
an order issued by the council, but as 
he did not have the records at hand he 
would not make a positive assertion.” 

City Attorney: “The company was to 
build the road within 60 days, but we 
have rested on our rights so long that 
they have probably come to think that 
we no longer care anything about it.” 

Ald. Worden: “I move that the com- 
mittee on streets and walks confer with 
the railway authorities and report at 
the next meeting.”’ 

Ald. Huston amended that the city at- 
torney be added to the committee, and 
the amended motion was carried. 

The commissioners of public works 
reported that they have accepted Elmer 
Brown’s offer of $12 yearly rental on a 
piece of land at the water works plant. 

City Attorney Brown: “I was directed 
by the council to confer with Capt. Al- 
len, the attorney for the holders of the 
liens on the hose house, and report at 
this meeting. -On account of business 
engagements of Capt. Allen and myself, 
I have so far been unable to meet with 
him, but I have here a communication 
in which he promises to attend to the 
matter before your next meeting. I 
am ready to give the result of my in- 
dividual investigations now, but I think 
it might be just as well for me to wait 
until after I have conferred with the 
captain.” 

On motion, Attorney Brown was given 
the asked for extension. 

Resolution by Ald. Meanwell: That 
Homer Cady, of Ann Arbor, be instruct- 
ed to remove the wooden awning from 
his premises on S. Washington st. 

Ald. Huston: ‘‘Mr. Cady is away, so 
I amend that his tenants be instructed 
to see that the awning be made safe or 
be removed.” 

Ald. Worden: “If the awning is no 
good to anyone, why not take it down? 
We want to get the sheds down any- 
way; why not begin there?’’ 

The question was put and the amend- 
ed resolution passed. 

Resolution by Ald. Meanwell: That 
the D., Y. & A. A. be instructed to re- 
place within 20 days 
taken -up on Cross and Congress sts., 
using the same kind of material as is 
now used at said crosswalks. Resolu- 
tion passed. 

Resolution by Ald. Schaffer: That the 
balance of $46.20 in the Normal st. sew- 
er fund be transferred to the first dis- 
trict sewer fund. Passed. 

Resolution by Ald. Worden: That the 
marshal be instructed to cause the ar- 
rest of all train crews which block the 


River st. and Cross st. crossings for a 


longer time than five minutes. Carried 
unanimously. 

Council adjourned at 8:45.
